HARMLESS: TO THE HEALTH

Flavor Fishy to Some Palates 
and Like Cucumbers to Others 
Who_-Have Complained. 


The, Kensico reservoir at Valhalla was 
cut out of the water supply system of 
New York yestdrday by a by-pass, 
which ‘carries ‘the water around it, be- 
cause of ‘the discovery. that the reser- 
volr--was the chief. breeding ground of 
the Synura, a‘harmless organism, which 
has given a flavor to New York water 
which recently has caused. much com- 
plaint. 

The Synura is a one-called microscopic 
crganism sed too small to be visible to 
the naked‘ Tt imparts an oll to the 
water which not injurious but unpal- 
etable, The oil bears.a resemblance to 
cod liver ofl and may ever have tonic 
properties, although forming an unat- 
tractive élemerit in drinking water, 

Complaints of the flavor of the water 
have come in by the Hundréds; according 
t6 AV! W. Brush, Deputy Chief Engineer 
of the Board of Water Supply, who said 
yesterday that the disagreeable taste 
probably..would be eliminated within ten 
days, ag a result of cutting out the Val- 
halla-“reservoir, their, chief breeding 
ground. 

Dr. Frank E. Hale, chief of the 
bacteriological laboratory of the Board 
of Water Supply, discovered about three 
weeks ago that the Synura was the 
cause of thé trouble.. For several days 
it appeared to have passed away. Re- 
cently it has recurred, and complaints 
of the taste’ have come to the bureau 
by “the score. 

*\ We-found today at the laboratory,*’ 
he said, “ that by boiling the water ,for 
ten minutes in an open vessel and allow- 
ing it to cool, the taste and smell were 
eliminated. This volatilizes the oil. The 
water can be treated. this way in the 
home if the taste is noticed. Otherwise 
it ig mot »nécessary, because there ix 
nothing @njuriéus to health in it: 

“We identified the organism causing 
the. trouble largely from the complaints 
which’ described -the characteristic taste 
produced. by. the Synura. Some have 
complained that the water had the taste 
of muskmellon ér Ciicumber. Recently 
the complaint hag been chiefly that it 
has a fish taste ’or a cod liver oil taste. 
One man said he detected a bitter taste 
like strychnine. The most characteristic 
flavor .itnpartéd>/by the Synura. is the 
| cucumber taste, but it seems to cause a 
number’ of different sensations. to the 
palate. 

“The water supply “is constantly 9x- 
amined as’ to the organisms which’ it 
contains. AH water in a natural state, 
as everybody knows, contains various 
microscopic forms of life which ordi- 
‘parily. are-not ‘injurious inthe least. 
The water is watched chiefly to guard 
it against disease germs. 

Preduces Strange Flavor. 

“'Dhe Synura is not detected until it 
makes itself known in the drinking 
water, for the reason that the organisms 
may 'be*few in: number, the flavor 
of. their ofl is sa>searching that it -be- 
comes unpleasant. One. drop of -pepper- 
mint; for instance, . will. give. a flavor

REAR GUARD RAN IN CRASH 


Transit Board Told He Dropped 
Light Instead of Warning 
Approaching Train, - — 


Three important matters were devel- 
oped yesterday by the Transit Commis- 
sion in its inquiry into last Saturday’s 
fatal wreck on the Ninth .Avenue ele- 
vated railroad, undertaken, as explained j 
by Chairman George McAneny,. not to 
fix responsibility for the. accident, ‘but 
to avoid similar accidents. 

The first outstanding incident was. the 
testimony of George Keegan, assistant 
to Frank Hedley, President and Gen~ 
eral Manager of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, that not éply hed 
Anthony Albraitis, motorman of the sec- 
ond. train, apparently failed to see.the 
rear lights of the train ahead of him, 
but that Peter Brennan, rear guard of 
the train thet was straick, had failed to 
go back with a dangér signal, as called 
for by the rules -of the company, and 
that John- Moran, conductor of this 
train, had. failed to see-that he did sv. 
This testimony was corroborated by 
Moran, who said that he had béen on his 
way to the rear of the train when ‘he 
saw Brennan. going in that. direction, 
and had assumed that the latter was 
going to give.a signal. 

The second development was the as- 
sertion of Mr. Keegan, corroborated: by 
J. M. -Weldron, the Interborough’'s sig- 
nal engineer, that it. would not be possi- 
ble to install: the block signal system, 
by which rear-end collisions. are pre- 
vented: in. the automatic stopping of 
trains running ,past a red or danger 
signal, without cuttingdown the present 
passenger capacity of the elevated rail- 
roads 25 per cent. There is a block 
signal system for the third tracks of 
the elevated railroads, but: Mr. Keegarr] 
explained .that..during the rush hours, 
because two sets of. trains, express and 
local, -were running in.the direction of 
the traffic, it .was nécessary to run 
trains on the local track in the reverse 
direction at a:headway of from forty 
to. fifty. seconds,: -He. said that there 
was no known automatic signal system 
which would operate for so brief’ an 
interval; ahd no way to ‘increase the}, 
present factor of safety except. at the 
sacrifice . of passenger carrying capacity. 

Thinks Wooden Cars Satést. 

The third devélopment was the in- 
sistence by both: Mr.. Keegan and 
Jamés Doyle, Superintendent of Car 
Equipment for the Interborough, that 
wooden vars were as safe as steel cars 
in‘ collision.. Mr. Keegan ‘said that 
he believed the danger of a- car being

Miller; who was shot in the head, died 
as he was being carried into Harlem 
Hospital a few minutes after the shoot- 
ing. Buckley died at 12:50 o'clock this 
morning In Harlem Hospital, after an 


attempt had been-made to save his life 
by blood transfusion 


Before Buckley died he told other po- 
licémeén that the negro. who shot him 
end Miller was Luther Boddy, 19 years 
old, known to the police as ‘‘a cop. 
fighter.’’ AtCcording to the: police, Boddy 
shot @. policeman several weeks ago, and 
‘is. now out on parole’ from Blackwell's 
islatid. Boddy escaped.after last night’s

“FIRST AID TO MANHATTAN’S 
COMMERCE. 

In the year just closed New York 
City and the nation .each ‘lost. about 
three billion dollars. in foreign trade. 
In. each case there Was .a- common 
cause, but one cause is ‘peculiar to the 
city. .In both: casés ‘the loss is the 
largest eVer known, and is qué more to 
a logs in dollars than in tonnage. But 
the tonnage which New York City 
loses goés t e outports, and-is due to 
the excessive: Yost of "connection be- 
tween railways and steamships and 
of distribution to consumers. Cohfin- 
ing ‘the discussion ‘to Manhatfan, 64 
per cent: of its tohnage comes over 
the New. Jersey railways, and it costs 
more to bring if across the Hudson 
River than to haul it from Buffalo. 
The New York Central road brings 
20 per cent, more, but does not de- 
liver it to either ships or consumers. 
For years it has been known that this 
cost was a daily ganger to Manhattan's 
commerce, both domestic: and foreign, 
alike. Nothing definite has been done 
about it until yesterday, when the Erie 
Railway annduncéd that. it would de- 
liver freight in Manhattan by motor 
truck. If it can be delievered in that 
way with economy. to the railways, it 
can be collected -in that way with 
greater economy, as there would be a 
joad for the trucks both ‘ways. If 
shippers can get a bill ‘of lading, or 
delivery. of their. goods, at their store 
door, they will save their ng 
‘charges. ‘Aad there lies the rub.

THE MAYOR’S SALARY. 

Mr, HIRSRFIELD, as. befits a’,Com- 
missioner of Accounts: under Mayor 
HYLAN, has been a stern and unbend- 
ing. opponent of ‘‘ mandatory ’’ legis- 
lation .at Albany: affecting this city. 
But he is now willing to relax to the 
point of urging the Legislature to in- 
crease the Mayor’s salary ‘to $36,000 
a year. There must be a limit some- 
where: to municipal home ‘rule—be- 
tween friends. The Commissioner ad-. 
vances familiar afguments, some of 
them cogent... He would ‘not admit 
that even. a breath of suspicion has 
ever; rested upon the poor but honest 
men who compose the present City 
Administration, but. he: dwells upon 
their. constant.-temptation to ‘enrich 
themselves in office, and almost inti- 
mates. that the strain of.resisting it; 
may prove too severe’ if kept up’ four 
years longer. 

In all. seriousness, *there’ has long 
been felt to be merit.in the contention 
that the higher administrative officers 
in® this country. ought’ to. be more 
highly’ paid. It is not a question of 
a salary large enough to prevent cor- 
ruption. If a man would. feather his 
own nest at public expense when paid 
a. low. salary, hé would do it. if the 
salary. were doubled. Nor should ‘the 
figure be such as to be a glittering 
reward—or be thought of as the chief 
reward}for public service.. But the 
dignity and importance of an office 
should bé measured more nearly than 
at present by the salary attached to 
it. This would» make it, possible to 
summon for service a higher range of 
ability. and would at the same time

diminish the pecuniary sacrifice which 


men of great business capacity make 
in taking office.

THE INTERBOROUGH TURNSTILES. 

The: Intérborowgh can justly say 
that its subway division is the safest 
railroad in the world, although its ex- 
press. trains are packed to ‘the doors 
with ‘standing passengers, during the 
riish/ hours. There is security inside 
thé cars, if there is not. comfort. But 
how long will. the Interborough be 
able to plume itself upon being. the 
safest railroad in the world if‘the new 
turnstiles. are retained at express sta- 
tions where-traffic is always dense in 
the morning and evening rush hours? 
On* Wednesday afternoon, when there 
was a solid mass’of humanity in The 
space between the stairways, and the 
turnstiles at: the Seventh ‘Aventie and,

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was satisfactory to the public. As the 


moment's halt or check the ticket ‘was 
dropped into the box and the stream 
of people flowed’ along unceasingly.

If the in- 
comers are so numerous that the turn- 
stiles act as a dam, danger to the 
wes of the Interborough is inevita- 
ble. Crowds of people penned in and 
unable to miove forward or backward 
may be victims of panicky conditions. 
Mechanically and physically the 
turnstiles are not adapted to express 
stations gorged with traffic. It would 
be well for the| Interborough to con- 
sider whether these »sometimes_ inef- 
fectual contrivances should not be 
taken out of the express stations. 


A.SENATOR SCRUTINIZES. 
Senator JOHNSON, who ‘has only a 
fluttering .‘‘ one-year pulse '” (as they 


from the proud, slow, six-year pulse of 
a Senator re-elected), promises the 
people of California that he. will 
** scrutinize narrowly '’’ the ’Four- 
Power Treaty, '' study every word and 
phrase of it."’ Pending this mighty 
labor of intellect, his fellow-citizens 
may conceivably scrutinize the Sena- 
tor’s own words and phrases. ‘They 
will find. food for reflection. 

Its not so long ago that scrutinizers 
in the Senate were declaiming against 
the League of Nations as an attempt 
to foist upon the world a. ‘* super- 
state ’’ which would force all mémbers 
to wage war in the uttermost parts of 
the ‘earth. / The authors of Article II. 
of the Four-Power Treaty insist that it 
imposes no obligation to protect or 
‘* preserve’’ anything; yet mark how 
fenator JOHNSON’S tune’is altered: 

Unless behind the treaty there is the 
power to enforce it, and the under- 
Standing that the power shall be used 

to “* meet the exigeficies of the partic-’ 


ular situation,’ the. instrument is a 
useless and futile fulmination. 


Unlike another famous protagonist, 
Senator JOHNSON will not be put down 
by -a plain tale; “yet the tale must be 
told. It may be admitted that certain 
champions. of the “League .Covenant 
saw in it’ the instrument: of. world 
power to enforce peace. One ‘of our 
foremost~ authorities on government, 
President. LowrELL of Harvard, de- 
scribed it as providing an ‘‘ auto- 
matic ’’ sanction. ‘*For example, in 
“* Article X. the members bind them- 
** selves individually to preserve and 
** protect [automatically] one anoth- 
*er’s independence and integrity 
*‘ against. external aggression, thé 
**Council only giving pavice on thd 
** best means of doing so.’’ By collabo- 
rating on The Covenanter, in which 
this view is stressed, Grorce W. WrcK- 
BERSHAM, HENRY W. Tarr and Wi.-' 
11am H. Tarr tacitly approved it. 
Many Republican advocates of a 
League, including Ex.inv Roor and 
CHARLES E. HuauHes, objected that 
nations could’ scarcely be ‘expected to 
act as automata—that it is, in fact, 
not possible to give definite ‘ promise 
bf the most sérious Consequence with 
regard to indeterminate crises in an 
indefinite future. , It must also be said 
that many supporters of the League 
Gid~ not share. President Lowez.u’s 
view, believing that the Covenant 
bound ‘members only to consult) and 
advise.. Under the fest. of experience, 
the" League itself has come to this 
interpretation, At the outset many of 
the smaller nations refused to adhere 
to the “automatic”. boycott, and 
when Poland was attacked by the Bol- 
sheviki it| was obviously impossible to 
ae it by concerted action. 
Thus Ne automatic Sanction disap- 
peared, and with it the last vestige of 
excuse for calling the League a super- 
state. ; 

The fact that the framers of they 
Four-Power Treaty omitted the word

The only definite charge against the 
gray sduirrels is that they tyrannize over 
and drive away the native red squirrels, 
and for that and other reasons unmen-~ 
pioned they are called “ pests’ and their 
deportation er extermination is ° de- 
manded. 

Probably there is something in the ac- 
causation as to the red squirrels, for the 
gray squirrels are larger and bolder, 
and they ‘have no. compunctions about 
using their strength against weaker 
rivals.

Street and Park Avenue. This and the 
theatre district north of it > constitute 
the motorist’s destination in ninety-nine 
cases out of one hundred. To meet this 
objection, .Dr. Harriss ~ suggests that 
motor buses. be used to transport miotor- 
ists from the big garage in” Central 
Park to various points in the midtown 
business district. "The average motorist, 
however, will not look kindly upon the 
idea of parking his car a mile or so 
from jhis destination and passing the 
remainder of the journey in a crowded 
motor bus; nor is this mammoth ga- 
tage likely to prove popular with him. 
Frankly; such a garage is qlite. like- 
ly -to become a white elephant on- the 
elty’s hands, Nearly évery one gvho pre- 
tends to.know the psychology of the 
average. motorist, will. agree with. this 
view, and: surely there are few -garage 
men in New York City whe look with 
favor upon a garage in Central Park. 
These men hold the view that such a 
site would he ideal for ‘the ‘night. stor- 
age of chauffeur-driven cars, but» this 


the motorist who drives into the city 
to tyansact business or to shop, 

As an alternative plan, it is suggested 
that the real solution of the problem 
is not to locate a mammoth garage at 
an out-of-the-way point and. then -at- 
tempt to compensate for this bad loca- 
tion by adding motor bus ‘ines, -but, 
rather, the ideal solution is to locate 
a dozen or more. garages of. suitable ca- 
pacity at points where they would do the 
most good. No one knows better than 
Commissioner Harriss where these points 
are. In. making this ‘suggestion it is 
realized that there are diffictilties in 
the way. It is not an easy matter to 
find a suitablé plot in this district, but 
it is. helleved that with ‘the city's in- 
fluence behind the proposition this dif- 
/ficulty can.be surmounted. Then there 
is the zoning law.to account for. It 
is illegal to locate a garage anywhere 
in the district mentioned, but the zoning 
law applies just as mhuch’to the garage 
locations suggested by. Dr:. Harriss as 
it. does to any other location in this 
section. . Placing the garages under- 
ground does not alter the fact. Their 
location is still contrary to the provi- 
sions of the zoning law. 

Frankly, the motor car\ congestion 
problem. cannot be solved until the zon- 
ing law is modified, -Garages are needed 
badly all through this section at vari- 
cus strategic _points, \and theif exist- 
ence would greatly -relieve congestion.

If the matter were put 
up to popular vote, there is no doubt 
but the city as a whole and local 
property owners in particular would pre- 
fer’ the erection of these garages In the 
restricted territory and thus obtain bet- 
ter traffic conditions. a:

There is no ijustification for the em- 
ployment of teachérs who are imper- 
feetly educated or otherwise incapaci- 
tated for thelr’ work. As a matter of 
fact, it not infrequently happens that 
teachers in the ranks have as complete 
or even better equipment than those 
who supervise them, 

As to the indifference of teachers, if 
there are teachers who aré caréless 
about the kind of, service they, render, 
certainly. no amount of supervision will 
change their attitude. ‘This change must | 
be wrought by an awakened moral sense 
commuted. into recognition ahd .accept- 
ance of civic responsibility. The motive 
ower fs not material or physical, but 
ethical and spiritual, and in the develop- fy 
ment of this the supervisory system 
assuredly does not ‘assist. ~ His effect is 
pendants, not inspiring.

That work has been 
carried on since Dr. Trodeau’s death by a 
group of highly ‘trained, ‘high-minded and 
unselfish men. Qn last Saturday afternoon 
one of them,  Dr./ Robert ‘C, Paterson,” was 
shot and killed in his office by an Insane 
patient — an ex-service man suffering from 
shell shock as well as tuberculosis. 

Owing to his own illnéss somé yéars ago, 
Dr. Paterson during the war was rejected by 
both the Canadian and American armies. 
This was a great disappointment, but since 
the armistice Dr. Paterson has served truly 
and faithfully tn his care of many of the ex- 
service men who have been sent to Saranac 
Lake. He often refysed any payment for his 
services, at least until a man could get ade- 
quate compensation from the, Government. 
He was unsparing In his care and attention. 

Byery one of his patients. knew that in Dr. 
Paterson he had a deat ‘friend as well as a 
devoted and skillful physician. He is as 
truly a victim of the war as any man who 
fell in France.

Governor Harding Ofders Ait 
Work Halted ‘Where Formal 
" Contracts’ Are ‘Not Lét. 


AWAIT CONGRESS ACTION 
Séhator Harris Proposes ‘to Forbid 
All Construction by the Banks 
Without Congress's Assent. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Chairmen of 
all Federal ‘Reserve Banks were asked 
today by Governor Harding of the Fed- 
éral Reserve Board to stop all conatruc- 
tion work for which contracts had not 
yet been Jet pending: action by Congress 
on the proposal to require Congressiondl 
authorization for building operations by 
Federal Reserve Banks. 

Mr. Harding in his letter to the chair- 
men called attention to the amendment 
to the. Federal Reserve act, proposed by 
Sehator Harris of Georgia, that would 
forbid the Reserve Board to erect any 
building without éxpress. consent of Con- 
gress. He said in part: 

*\ Although the. amounts involved in 
the erection of Federal Reserve Bank 
buildings represent investments of the 
bank’s own funds and not the expendi- 
tures of public money is, the board feels, 
nevertheless, that no attempt should be 
made by. any Federal Reserve Bank to 
anticipate any action’ by Congress.”’ 

Mr.’ Harding made public at the same 
time a Jetter to Chairmen of the House 
and, Senate Banking and. Currency com- 
mittees in which he told of construction 
work completed and proposed by the 
Reserve. Banke.
